GENUINE ASPIRIN IS 
MARKED THIS WAY 


Atom Poisons 
Are Deadly When 
Taken Into Body 


CHICAGO.—Atomic poisons, which 
Dr. Stafford-Warren says may hang 
around dangerously for many years, 
have been explained. 

Dr. Warren, one of the top medical 
scientists of the Manhattan District 
and the atomic bomb, showed dele- 
gates at the American Medical As- 
sociation convention pictures of how 
these poisons work. All of them are 
radioactive atoms and nearly a dozen 
are deadly poisons if they get inside 
the kody. 

He said that after an atomic bomb 
war the poisons would fal into water 
supplies and areas where food is 
growing. They would be a risk to 
life, he said, unless doctors learn 
what to do. 

These atomic things are slow poi- 
sons. They would take, Dr. Warren 
said, probably 15 years of scientific 
experiments to learn just how much 
of them people can be allowed to 


breathe in or eat without risk.

GRATE GATE FOR AUTOS/Arctic Sailors 


Plan and elevation 
of a gate that al- 
lows cars to pass 
but keeps cattle and 
horses at home in 
their own - pastures. 


SIDE ViEW 


OR those who drive automobiles a 
very handy thing is some type 
of gate which does not require that 
the driver get out of the car and will 
still hold livestock satisfactorily. In 
this respect the automatic type of 
gate will provide an answer, but a 
still better one is the ordinary “cat- 
tle guard”, also known as the “crate 
gate’, “grate gate’ and “Texas 
gate”. 

Probably this gate is the best: ar- 
rangement for providing some sort 
of barrier which will allow the pas- 
sage of motér cars without making 
it necessary to open a gate, and 
which will still confine livestock. This 
gate consists of a shallow pit about 
2 ft. deep, 6 ft. wide, 4 ft. across. 

Two. fairly heavy logs are laid 
across the pit, as shown in drawing, 
the logs being placed about where 
the car wheels will travel. Then 4- 
inch potes, -iron pipes, or old steam-

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Ottawa Report 
Shows Butter 
Stocks Lower 


OTTAWA.—The Bureau of Statis- 
tics has turned out a gloomy report 
on the butter situation. 

It showed that total supply of »ut- 
ter—creamery, dairy and whey- in 
Canada now is approximatety 43,- 
000,000 pounds, down 10,500,000 
pounds from the supply position a 
year ago. 

The figures include stocks’ up to 
the beginning of June plus produc- 
tion during that month, which 
amounted to slightly more than 44,- 
500,000 pounds, 1,500,000 pownds 
ahead of June, 1947, 

However, while butter production 
was up during Jure, the domestic 
disappearance of butter was the 
highest for any month this year, to- 
talling nearly 32,000,000 pounds 
against 30,000,000 in May and 30,- 
000,000 as well in June, 1947. 

Although production improved dur- 
ing May and June, the burean said 
it still was insufficient to “ba:nce 
up” the deficit caused by heavy with- 
drawals from storage during the low 
production months of last winter, 
when butter became scarce. 

In pounds per capita the domestic 
disappearance during June this year 
was 2.48 pounds against 2.33 pounds 
in May and 2.39 pounds in June last 
year. Rationing restrictions were 
lifted June 7 last year.

Summer Insects Hold Greater Terrors 


Than Blizzards For 


WHITEHORSE, Yukon Territory. 
—Summer insects hold greater ter- 
rors than winter blizzards for the 
men who roam the trails of the Yu- 
kon. ~ 

A man on the tramp in the Yukon 
during the summer months carries 
plenty of matches and netting with 
him, He “‘dopes” his skin with gpe- 
cial preparations. If he stops for a 
meal or a rest, he kuilds a circle of 
“smudge” fires and sits in the middle. 

There is many a tale of men frozen 
to death in the Yukon snows, but for 
sheer horror they cannot rival the 
stories told here of prospectors lost 
in the hills and unable to protect 
themselves from the swarms of mos- 
quitoes and black flies. One search 
party last summer found a -missing 
man sitting on a tree stump, crying 
softly. 

Clouds of black flies, an insect us- 
ually no bigger than the head of a 
pin, have been reported reaching 
from ground level to a height of 25,- 
0C” fee*, resembling the “funnel” of 
a tornado. 

wesiacs interfering with everyday 
life in the north, these insects pre- 
sent a problem for military authori- 
ties, who since 1942 have been study- 
ing the operating efficiency of mili- 
tary forces in the sub-Arctic reg- 
ions. So far, these experiments have 
had to do mostly with cold, but now 
the Canadian defense research board 
is turning its attention to bugs. 

Eight field parties are spending the 
summer in the north this year, under 
the auspices of the defense research 
board.

Their job will be to collect insects, 
observe breeding and biting habits, 
note the effect of weather and vege- 
tation and compile 24-hour timetables 
of insect activities. Various repel- 
lants and control methods will be in- 
vestigated and a new pest-proof suit 
will be tried out. 

Last year, a check at Fort .Church- 
ill identified 10 biting types and va- 
rious non-biting types of mosquitoes, 
12 species of black flies and nine or 
10 deer fly types. It was stated that 
the pests appear in round the elotk 
shifts. 

Most fertile breeding grounds are 
said to be in the barren lands, where 
spraying methods are described as 
ineffective because new hordes of in- 
sects move in as soon as an area is 
cleared. 

One project envisages spraying 
snow with insecticide, designed to 
kill insects when the thaw comes. 

The research teams also will con- 
duct experiments to see whether it 
is possible to create artificial im- 
munity to insect poisons in humans. 
Members of parties, many of them 
students or faculty members of Can- 
adian universities, will be inured with 
various preparations and will expose 
themselves to insect. bites.

Investigations carried out over a 


10-year period in the laboratories 
and clinics of the University of Min- 
nesota Hospitals indicate that com- 
bined treatment with streptomycin 
and sulfadiazine is more effective 
against human brucellosis (undulant 
fever) than any other known therapy. 


Writing in a recent issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical As-

active brucellosis whom they studied 
and observed, and whose treatment 
they directed. The doctors are Wes- 
ley W. Spink, M.D., Wendell H. Hall, 
M.D., James M. Shaffer, M.D., and 
Abraham I, Braude, M.D., from the 
Division~of Internal Medicine, Uni- 
versity of Minnesota Hospitals and 
Medical School, Minneapolis. 

Exceeded in importance by only 
three other municable diseases— 
tuberculosi§, syphilis and gonorrhea 
—undulant fever has baffled medical 
men for many years. The Brucella 
organism is transmitted to humans 
by contact with diseased hogs, goats 
or cows, or by drinking unpasteuriz- 
ed milk, The forms which the dis- 
ease takes are extremely variable, 
and even after apparent recovery the 
Brucella organism may remain in the 
patient’s tissues. Relapse and recur- 
rence of symptoms have therefore 
been common. 


The four doctors report that in 
both acute and chronic brucellosis 
cases, a _ sulfadiazine - streptomycin 
combination brought the most satis- 
factory results. Also, patients whose 
symptoms pointed to brucellosis as 
the most probable diagnosis respond- 
ed well to the combined therapy, al- 
though the presence of Brucella or- 
ganisms in their tissue or body fluids 
had not been proved.

Marshal Tito, who is in the news 
these days as djffering with the 
Communist Information Bureau on 
communist policies in Jugoslavia, of 
which republic he is dictator, has ap- 
peared on several issues of Jugoslav 
stamps. Issues of the Jugoslavy Re- 
public started in 1945 and first 
stamps featured Marshal Tito, leader 
of the guerrilla forces who hamper- 
ed the Germans during their occu- 
pation of the country. 

As a stamp issuing country, Jugo- 
slavia is not old, having started is- 
suing stamps ih 1918, when it was 
formed from parts of the old Aus- 
trian-Hungarian Empire. Austrian 
and Hungarian stamps were at first 
overprinted for various former Aus- 
trian provinces, and when these areas 
united into a kingdom in 1918 a set 
appeared for the new country. In 
1919 King Peter I appeared on stamp 
issues, and in 1921 stamps featuring 
his son Alexander; who succeeded 
him on the throne, were issued, 
When Alexander was assassinated in 
Paris in 1934 the latest set featuring 
him was reprinted as a mourning is-| 
sue with a black border. A com- 
memorative set on the first anniver- 
sary of his death appearéd in 1935, 

Boy King Peter II appeared on 
stamps of 1935, followed by a stamp 
year. -Born at Savannah, Georgia, 
in 1886, she married William Low, an 
Englishman, and lived in England 
for some years, where she became 
acquainted with the Girl Guides or- 
ganization. On returning to Savan- 
nah in 1912 she started a similar 
movement in the United States, the 
Girl Scouts, She died in 1927.

The King's Physician 
Gives Ideas On Cancer 


Thinks Control May Come 
Before Cause Is Known 


OTTAWA, — Medical science will 
“quite possibly” get cancer under 
control before the cause of the dis- 
ease is known, Lord Horder, physi- 
cian in ordinary to the King and one 
of Britain’s leading cancer authori- 
ties, said at a press conference. 

“After all, smallpox is under con- 
trol although no one has ever suc- 
ceeded in isolating the virus that 
causes it,” continued the British 
physician, vice-chairman of the Em- 
pire Cancer Campaign and chairman 
of its scientific committee, 

“You're probably aware that there 
is one organ of the body in which 
cancer has been controlled,” he said. 
‘In the prostate giand cancer can 
not only be arrested but retrogres- 
sion can take place as the result of 
medicine which can be taken by 
mouth.” 

Lord Horder suggested that the 
medicine, which he did not name, 
stimulated the prostate gland — to 
overcome the cancer and gaid it 
seemed quite possible that some other 
medicine might affect cancer of the 
stomach in the same way, 

Health department officials said 
later he was referring to a new drug 
called stilboesterol. 

“We should take a long view,” he 
added. “We are not going to get 
cancer under control in the next five 
years—probably.” 

Lord Horder said cancers are being 
cured today “which even five years 
ago would have been subject to dras- 
tic surgery.” 

Lord Horder was warm in his 
praise of Canadian work-in the can- 
cer field, especially in the use of ra- 
dio therapy. It was generally ad- 
mitted that more progress in the use 
of radiology had been made in Bri- 
tain than in the United States, but 
that he had wondered if Canada was 
not as far ahead as Britain,

Out Rules For 
Royal Conduct 


LONDON. — In the King’s lofty, 
book-lined study at Buckingham 
Palace is a private handbook con- 
‘taining a comprehensive list of the 
“do’s” and “don’ts” of royal conduct, 

It is the descendant of a more 
stringent work compiled during the 
reign of Queen Victoria and sheds 
light on the way in which the royal 
family upholds its prestige at home 
and abroad, 

The rules of conduct cover every 
aspect of the public life of the King 
and Queen and the Princesses, but 
they do not rest entirely on tradition, 
Periodically they are revised to con- 
form with current ideas and trends, 

One recent revision permitted Prin- 
cess Hlizabeth to sign letters ad- 
dressed to strangers, who had sent 
her wedding gifts, instead of leaving 
the job to a secretary or lady-in- 
waiting, Reason for this was that 
letters signed by royalty have com- 
mercial value and, according to the 
conduct book, “no member of the 
royal family may be associated with 
a commercial enterprise.” 

One of the trickiest problems con- 
fronting the royal family is that of 
giving financial support to charities 
and institutions. The conduct book 
says their support must not be given 
until “time and results have proved 
that the charities are genuine and 
firmly established.” - 

For the same reason British royal- 

ty may not preside at dinners or 
luncheons held solely for the purpos¢ 
of raising money to meet annual 
deficits, 
They must not sign or authorize 
any direct appeal to the public for 
funds; nor must they have cheques 
sent in reSponse to appeals made 
payable to themselves, or have do- 
nations addressed to them, 

If speeches are made at public 
functions, they must be in general 
terms “avoiding politics or partisan- 
ship of any kind.” No member of 
the royal family may broadcast with- 
out permission from the King. 

The royal family are well known 
as supporters of national and emer- 
gency funds providing for families 
victimized by flood and mine disas- 
ters. To avoid the embarrassment 
of a junior member ‘of the family 
giving more than a senior, a scale 
of subscriptions is laid down. 

If the King gives £100 ($400), the 
Queen gives £50, Queen Mary £40, 
the Duke of Gloucester £25—and so 
on down the line.

Rockets to Moon? 


By JOHN F. SEMBOWER

WASHINGTON. — Rocket trips to 
the moon within the lifetime of some 
of those who read this? That ‘is the 
striking prediction of some scientific 
thinkers—not fantasy fiction writers 
—who now believe it is a definite | 
probability, 

A lot of other Canadians also may 
become convinced that there is such 
a possibility after they view a spec- 
tacular travelling science exhibit 
which is starting on a swing around 
the country from the Museum of 
Natural History in New York city. 

It is the memorial exhibit of the 
werk of the late Dr. Robert H. God- 
dard, pioneer rocket authority. His 
discoveries were cribbed by the Ger- 
mans who during World War Ii 
startled the world with the V-2 rock- 
et. 

The Guggenheim Foundation has 
financed the display which eventuaily 
will be permanently installed in the 
Smithsonian institution here. 

The careful students of Dr. God- 
dard’s research include more than 
300 rocket experts and aviation men 
in the United States, among whom 
are such flying pioneers as Gen. 
James H. Doolittlé of Japanese! 
bombing fame, and Charles A. a

Whereas the problem of powering a 
space ship always seemed insur- 
mountable before, they figure that 
a single significant discovery in how 
to harness the atom could solve the 
propulsion riddle. 

When Jules Verne wrote his imag- 
inary book about the “Moon Train” 
—another of that fatulous novelist’s 
weirdly ‘prophetic glimpses into the 
future—no one dared even to try to 
put down on paper exactly what it 
would take to negotiate the 238,900 
miles from the earth to its satellite. 

However, even before the discovery 
of atomic fission, scientists began to 
do some scientific calculation, and 
came up with an estimate that a 100- 
ton space ship would need at least 
8,000 tons of gasoline and liquid 
oxygen as fuel for a moon trip. That 
settled the matter in the negative for 
the time being. 

Now, however, calculations by 
some scientists indicate that a few 
‘pounds of fissioning uranium 235 
would be the equivalent of the tons 
of pre-atomic fuel, and no oxygen 
would be needed except for breath- 
ing by the occupants, 

This has led to other awesome 
planning that reduces moon travel 
to a process somewhat like an eager 
vacationer’ getting down to the spe- 
cifies of an automobile journey to 
the mountains.

problem of navigating, for the space 
ship would have to aim for the moon 
on the basis of mathematical calcu- 
lations that would lead unerringly 
to a junction in outer space, 

These are elementary to any as- 
tronemer, however, and such “routes” 
already have been mapped out, not 
only to the moon, but also to Venus, 
Mars and other planets. 

The first 100,000 miles would be 
the hardest. There would be the ini- 
tial thrust needed to free the craft 
from the earth's clinging gravitation. 

The plan calls for a relatively slow 
lift through the 100 miles of relative- 
ly dense earthly atmosphere, and 
then a gigantic push up to more than 
seven miles a second—12 times fast- 
er than an anti-aircraft shell and far 
speedier than the one-fifth-of-a-mile- 
per-second record of present jet air- 
planes. 

The space ship would get “over 
the hump” when it was about 160,- 
000 miles.from the earth, for then 
it would begin to “fall” toward the 
moon instead of the earth. 

Atmosphere Lacking 

The “hump” is nearer the earth, 
because the take-off would be timed 
for the new moon when the sun's 

attraction behind 
the satellite would 
exert an added tug. 

Reverse rockets, 
working on the same 
principle as those 
propelling the craft, 
would be needed to 
apply the brakes as 
the moon was near- 
ed, for the moon 
has no atmosphere 
like earth’s to act 


into the atmosphere or the friction 
would generate white-heat, like that 
of meteors which now are seen glow- 
ing as “falling stars’ when they 
bombard the earth from outer space. 

The moon would not be a hospit- 
able place. Although only one side 
of it is ever visible to the earth, as- 
tronomers know far more about it 
than any other heavenly body except 
the earth itself. They know it has 
no atmosphere and no life such as 
earthlings know. 

It rotates once in four weeks, and 
has a four-day week. The lack of 
atmosphere causes the sun to gener- 
ate a scorching \400-degree tempera- 
ture for the two weeks that it shines 
relentlessly, and then in two weeks 
of pitch-black darkness, the ther- 
mometer would skid to 400 degrees 
below zero. 

Either these discouraging facts are 
unknown to a number of venture- 
some Americans, or they choose to 
ignore them in the fact of what they 
view as growing complications of 
earthly living, for the department of 
the interior actually is bothered by 
people asking to stake out claims to 
portions of the moon's surface. 

First-Hand Contact 

Interior department cle patient- 
ly explain that the moon ter- 
ritory and “it belongs to everyone”. 

The planning gf the rocket au- 
thorities, however, does have practi- 
cal applications of immediate value. 
It is leading to more specific think- 
ing than ever before concerning what 
“space” is outside the earth. 

This may lead to useful knowledge 
concerning cosmic rays and other in- 
terstellar influences that more 
deeply affect life on this than 
has ever been realized. 

They know that the old-fashioned 
idea that “ether”, or outer space is

“The Party islands may also have 
served as another migration route, 
the one followed by early Thule Es- 
kimas on their original trek east- 
ward to Canada and Greenland,” said 
Collins. 

A third but more remote possibil- 
ity was that the medieval Norsemen, 
who are known to have gone on long 
hunting journeys far up the West 
Greenland coast, may have made 
casual visits to the Sverdrup and 
Parry Islands. 

Eskimo migrations throughout the 
northern islands presumably were “in 
slow stages by scattered groups over 
hundreds of years,” said Collins, add- 
ing he hopes to discover the approxi- 
mate rate of such movements. 

Collins also hopes to determine the 
reasons for abandoning the villages, 
so that light can be shed on the mys- 
terious Eskimo history. There have 
been no natives north of the 75th 
parallel in the archipelago during 
historic times. 


“However, their relation to the re- 
ported ruins further north remains 
to be determined. The present Eski- 
mos in the Hudson Bay Baffin Island 
region live in snow houses, and differ 
in many other ways from the old 
Thule people who they replaced or 
absorbed.” 

Collins. believes it is highly prob- 
able that the Eskimos entered Green= 
land by way of the Parry and Sverd- 
rup Islands. Oornwallis Island is di-

OTTAWA.—Attention farmers: If 
you want a year-round hired man 
you can get him now — and quick. 
The labor department says so. 

In fact it said farm labor immi- 
gration from the displaced persons

In 1947 the value of all poultry 
meats and eggs sold off Canadian 
farms or faym consumed was valued 
at $235,859,000. This figure includes 
poultry meat of all kinds and eggs 
produced by urban and rural dwellers 
not. strictly classed as farmers for 
Census purposes, and also the eggs 
for hatching. The comparable figure 
for 1946 was $203,693,000. 

Domestic consumption of eggs and 
poultry.meats increased in 1947 over 
the preceding year. The per capita 
consumption of eggs in 1947 was 
24.04 dozen compared with 23.27 doz- 
en in 1946. Over two pounds more 
chicken per person was eaten on the 
average in 1947 when the figure was 
21.17 pounds. Per capita consump- 
tion of turkey, goose and duck was 
slightly higher.

FAINTING 


FAINTING is a condition due to sudden failure of the action of the heart, which may be caused 
fatigue, want of food, or a close or crowded room; or by fright, dread, 
y sudden relief from fear or anxiety after prolonged suspence, 

The signs are: The patient turns giddy and falls; the face is pale; the pulse is rapid and weak, 
or almost imperceptible; the breathing is quick, sighing and irregular, and the skin becomes 


1. _ Undo all clothing about the neck, chest and waist. 
2 Ensure an abundance of fresh air; open windows and doors; keep back a crowd; remove 
harmful gases or impure atmosphere, p 

8. Sprinkle the face with hot and cold water alternately, and apply warmth to the 
stomach and over the heart; vigorous friction of the limbs upwards has a stimu 
fect. Smelling salts may be held to the nose. 

4. If bleeding has been'the cause of the condition guard against recurrences. The wound will 
not bleed to any marked extent while the action of the heart is feeble. The wound must 
be carefully watched to be sure that bleeding does not recur when the patient begins to 
regain consciousness and the heart’s action improves; 
signs of hemorrhage from an internal organ. 

5. If want of nourishment has been the cause of the condition give food sparingly at first. 

6. Give no fluids or food whatever by the mouth while the patient is insensible.
